About Inflation 

“What About Inflation?" is the title of a 
series of four lectures to be given by 
members of the Department of Econom¬ 
ics, February 20, February 27, March 6 
and March 13, as part of the spring pro¬ 
gramme of the Division of Continuing 
Education. 

The first two lectures by Dr. R.V. 
Cherneff will give a background of pre¬ 
vious Canadian and foreign inflationary 
experiences. They will outline the funda¬ 
mental causes and processes that generate

inflation, as well as isolate the conse¬ 
quences of inflation for the distribution of 
real income and wealth. 

In addition, these two lectures will con¬ 
sider the role of monetary and fiscal poli¬ 
cies as possible contributors to the current 
inflation, and examine the costs to society 
of using conventional measures to correct 
inflation. 

The third lecture, by Dr. W.D. Walsh, 
will include an expanded view of the infla¬ 
tion-unemployment trade-off relationship, 
and explore the question of monopoly 
power in the markets for products and 
labour services—another contributor to 
inflation in Canada. The potential cost to 
society of wage-price controls will also be 
discussed by Dr. Walsh. 

The final lecture will be given by Joseph 
Schaafsma, former research economist 
with the Prices and Incomes Commission 
in Ottawa. He will discuss the develop¬ 
ment, responsibilities, conclusions and 
recommendations of the Commission. 

The lectures will be held from 7:30 to 
9:30 each evening in Clearihue 303. Fee 
for the four sessions is $6.

Each Tuesday and Friday at lunch hour, a 
small group of women meets in "P" hut for 
keep fitclasses. The highly informal classes 
include a variety of activities from gymnas¬ 
tics to Israeli folk dances. 

Group leader Winifred Ruth, trained in 
modern dance, explains that classes are 
open to all women on campus, and in fact 
they can bring a guest if they like. 

It's all very informal, and no one needs 
to feel any pressure to keep up, or to 
exercise beyond their ability. It's a ques¬ 
tion of getting into condition gradually," 
Mrs. Ruth says. 

Other members of the class are Krystyna 
Rochfort and Irene Garnham, who agree it 
takes a lot of will power to spend a lunch 
hour exercising instead of eating. They are 
two of the few with will power, but they 
say, "it's well worth it. You feel so much 
better, even if you don't have time for 
lunch." 

The classes started with nearly 60, but 
quickly dropped to less than a dozen, so 
there is plenty of room in the big studio 
equipped with ballet barre and mirror. 

One of the things the regulars appreciate 
is the variety introduced into the workouts 
by Mrs. Ruth. 

"We quite often do exercises especially 


for those usual problem areas—you know 
how it is with people who sit at desks all 
day," they explain. 

Some of the exercises may look hard, 
but Mrs. Ruth says no one has to work 
beyond capacity. Anyone interested in 
joining the group is guaranteed a gentle 
initiation at the early classes, and for 
weight watchers there are occassional dis¬ 
cussions about diet.
